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Continuation of 2 NOTE' The proposed amendment to claim 87 and claim 77 "portion" and "IgG inhibitory receptor", respectively, raise 
the issue of new matter and new issue that would require further consideration. The phrase "portion" in claim 87 and the the phrase 
"IqG inhibitory receptor" raise new issues that would require further consideration and search because said terms portion and igc^ 
inhibitor receptor" have no clear supported in the specification and claims as originally filed. Further, the phrase "portion could be as 
little as one amino acid, which now changes the scope of the claimed fusion molecule. Applicants have not pointed out where the 
support for "IgG inhibitory receptor" comes from. 
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
